Kuala Lumpur, Oct. 29. 

The federal government of 
Malaya today announced ao

It declared a wide aren of 
central Malaya, covering 3,464 
rquure miles to be “white” that 
is, largely cheared of terrorists 
and no longer subject to emer- 
gency restrictions,

Mr Molotov declared that the

The American Secretary — of 
State, Mr John Foster Dulles, 
declared that the Western plan 
did correspond to the dircelive 
of the heads of state. Mr Dulles 
said he thought Mr Molotav's 
remarks about the plan were 
premature and that he hoped 
Mr Molotov would study the 
matter further.
